but neither 
Emerson. 


Lowell, Bryant or Stsduiau have all the 
qualities required to make up the idenl 
poet. 
Neither did Longfellow himself 


meet that ideal to perfection, nor will any 
other who is subject to the limitations of 
our common humanity. It is only of his 
marvellous approach to It that we speak. 


As a test of the dead poet's popularity 


it is only necessary to call attention to tho 
fact that his writings have been in far 
greater demand among the people than 
those of any other, and the number of his 
books sold has exceeded that of nil those 
named combined.

time. One says. "She is very fat."

•other that tho duke himself is an expen- 
sive luxury for England. 
He is a man 


one would think nearly forty, with a full 
dark beard, rather heavy face and strong 
physique. He bowed graciously, though 
his face did not change expression. The 
Lord Mayor's carriage is very showy, and 
the driver and footmen are richly decked 
in cockade hats and clothes of. crimson and 
silver lace.

FARM AND GARDEN1. 


. THOROUGH TILLAGE.- 


When Conauicut Park was laid out, 


eevernl miles of streets were made through 
a section of land that had been apparent- 
ly cropped to death. The .soil was thin 
and poor and much of it not considered 
worth 
cultivating. 
These roads were 


made by plowing out the ditches on either 
side and bringing the dirt into the centre 
which dirt had also been plowed and 
worked. 
When completed the road bed 


was iu the usual form, slightly roiling, 
with ditches about 12 to 1*1-" inches on 
cither side. 
To make tho road smooth 


the soil thus brought up was worked fine, 
that from the lower depths boing on lop 
though of course somewhat mixed. 
To 


prevent dust, and washing by rains, 
the sides, after leaving the customary 
carriage 
tracks, 
were 
seeded down 


mostly with red ton aad thon rolled. The 
result v.'its a slight growth of grass tho 
first season or two, but a large and vig- 
orous one afterward. 
The mowing ma- 


chine now runs the length of some of 
these streets and cuts more hay on this 
narrow strip tluui is cut on the adjoining 
land on either side for 11 width tnu fimes 
a* gi'Piit. 
As no fertilizer was applied the 


difference must be ascvibod wholly (o til- 
luge and to bringing up the soil hereto- 
fore undisturbed by the plow. 
We arc 


not !>moug'*lie ^;?eci;U "dvooaies of deep 
plowing, but this experiment neems to 
point in 
that direction. 
It 
certainly 


shows the importance of tillage if noth- 
ing more. As is known, by stirring and 
pulverizing the Roilits'Intent virtues are 
brought out. -By tlite moans capillary 
attraction 
is 'diminished, and tho Iiuul 


consequently fiiiffors from drought. Tlio 
water-holding power of the surface is uloo 
increased. 
A still more important re- 


tiuH of tillage in that tlifi soil is thorough- 
ly exposed to the inlliiouce of the air. 
Hoils containing humus or clay will ab- 
sorb ammonia from the' atmosphere ami 
thus increase their store of nitrogen.

Sickness will some- 
times come wiih the very best manage- 
ment, and when it does it is better to cm- 
ploy skilled hands to cure, than to "doc 
tor" and '"physic" and perhaps kill, tlio 
valuable animal yourself, 
that under 


proper treatment might have been saved 
at a trifling expense.—[American Agri- 
culturist. 


TEST THE SKE1) CORX. 


It will be well to tost, as noon tis possi- 


ble, a small quantity of the .corn whirh 
bus been saved for seed. 
This, in order 


that if it proves defective there will be 
plenty of time in which to secure a sup- 
ply of better Heotl e!se™.'heve. 


Tho importance of doing tliis work 


was strongly emphasized by tlio many 
and extensive failures of seed last season. 
Competent authorities estimate the loss 
last year Io the fanners in tho two states 
of Ohio and Illinois* at one hundred mil- 
lion bushels of corn, a loss which was 
caused solely by the planting of defective, 
seed. 


It is now too late to rectify the mistake 


of planting poor seed corn last your hut 
it is still in order for the fanner to pro- 
tect himself against loss from a similar 
cause during the coming season.
